saddle by masses of boils, Add the 
heat, the thirst, the hunger, the 
dysentery, the itch, the lice, the lust, 
the company: they are but the 
background to the physical danger, 
the fear and unmanning terror that, 
like all true soldiers, he freely 
confesses. 

Greater than all these was the 
‘agony: of the spirit. He does not 
conceal it, but after-life reveals 
it even more than his words—that 
cottage in the woods, the immense 
collection of gramophone records of 
great music, the loved books: all of ; 
which was his recompense for the 
starvation of that active-life of the 
soldier. He had lived for years under 
the lash of his own idealism until 
he had become almost inhuman in 
trying to be superhuman, as pitiless 
to himself as to others,. almost 
brutish, Like a beast: he had lived 
for beauty, and gone without it, and 
his thirst afterwards was insatiable, 
He carried. aire in his pocket, 
the desert. 'Thóse parched and bloody 
lips of desire had to be flogged down 
constantly by the whip of bodily 
exhaustion. Otherwise there are 
those strange metaphysical chapters 
in which he props his faltering faith 
with wholly mystical doctrines— 

especially t which, like a true 
Irishman, he propounded a Dae 
to the more ec ee II of 
Failure.

from our people. In spite of 
various efforts that have been 
made from time to time the 
incidence of the scourge is 
as great as, if not, indeed, greater 
than ever it was; and it is an 
unfortunate fact that ‘Ireland, 
which is peculiarly subject to 
tubercular disease, lags behind 
most of the other civilised 
countries of the world in methods 
both’ of prevention and of cure. 
We are convinced that the cam- 
:|.paign against tuberculosis can be 
undertaken with any real hope of 
succes: only by a body which shall 
include all the available medical 
experts, all the responsible 
officials reprecenting the various 
local authorities, and as many 
public-spirited citizens as can bo. 
induced to devote their talents 
to the cause. 

The Red Cross Society can do 
much useful work; but it will 
need all the expert help that 
it can get For example, 
it is essential that there 
shall be the closest. possible liatson 
between the medical men and the 
veterinary surgeons, who at 
present are preparing a campaign 
against bovine tuberculosis. Medi- 
cal opinion is almost unani- 
‘mous in its view that much of. 
the human tuberculosis in. this 


infection from cattle, and one of 
the ‘most hopeful signs for many 
years is the scheme that was out- 
lined in our columns some days 
ago by Professor William Kearney, 
of the Veterinary. Medical Associa- 
tion. We mention this. point in 
order to illustrate our argument 
that the Red Cross Society, with- 
out outside assistance, could not 
be expected to cope efficiently with 
a problem that for generations has 
defied all attempts to solve it. 
We welcome the news that the 
Society has decided to make 
common cause with the pro- 
visional committee, which is 
thoroughly representative, and 
already has done an amount of 
useful spade-work. The campaign 
against tuberculosis deserves the 
active support and help of every 
citizen. It would be too much to 
expect that the disease can be 
eliminated from this country ; but 
there is no doubt that much can 
be done to minimise its incidence 
by the adoption of really scientific 
methods of prevention.. Experience 
in the United States has proved 
that the eradication of tuber- 
culosis from cattle is practicable. 
What has been done in the United 
States also can be done here, 
even if the task should involve 
the slaughter of large numbers of 
beasts. The fact that Ireland is 
an island with virtually a one- 
way traffic in live-stock ought 
greatly to facilitate the work of 
the veterinary experts; but, in 
order to obiain the best results, 
the closest possible co-operation 
between Eire. and Northern 
Treland will be essential.

Road motor transport at that time 
was a uew thing, but the railway;

that year, but were refused. 4 
year later, a bill was promoted in 


1 Parliament to. obtain the necessary 


powers, but it was so mutilated by 
a number of amendments of 4 
crippling character that it became 
useless from a railway point of 
view and was dropped. Not until 
1928. could the powers be obtained. 

Then again, in order to help cer 
tair industries, a bill was passed to 

ire them relief from local rates. 
The yailways were surely as much 
entitled to this form of relief as 
any other industry. Following, how. 
éver, the: precedent of unfair dis. 
crimination. that. it had itself set, 
the Government denied to the rail. 
ways: aud. compelled them to pay 
Over to certain designated industries 
the relief that should have been 
theirs, 

Furthermere, they were hampered 
by a number of statutory obligations 
and. limitations which were reason- 
able when the railways had a 
- monopoly, but ' were entirely out of 
place in an era of unrestricted com. 
“petition, where all monopoly had 
ceased to exist, © 

As a result of all these and other 
injustices, - the. railways naturally 
found their position very difficult. 
We had. to choose whether we should 
-make. dividends our first considera- 
tion at the expense of efficiency or 
vice versa. e chose the latter 
course, and we did, in fact, improve 
immensely the physical condition of 
our property, but at the expense of 
the stockholders. Many of us for 
years have had, to content ourselves 
with the knowled e that the money 
we might. in ordinary times have 
received by way of dividend was 
being spent to ‘keep our property, 
the railway, in perfect order. Just 
when we might reasonably have 
expected to see some reward for our 
conservative policy war broke out, 
the Government took over the rail- 
ways and it wag the community 
and not the stockholders who 
reaped the benefit of a railway 
system that hag «proved capable 
of bearing all the enormous 
demands. made on it. As a 
final travesty of justice, the self. 
denial of the stockholders in the 
matter of dividends was actually 
quoted against them as an argument 
for cutting down the price paid by 
the Government for the use of the 
railways. 

There is a real danger to the 
country if the importance of the 
railways is not properly appreciated.
